Sharp Battle on the Island of Formesa
Between the FPirates and Amerioan
Naval Forces—The United Btntea Shipe
Hartford and Wyoming Engaged--A
Vigorous Bombardment DBefore amd
After the Battle—Lieutenant Mackenzie
Killed, and Fifteen Officers and Men
Sunstruck—The Pirates Driven Away,
Ete, Eile,

Loxpox, August 13—Evening —Advices ro-
ceived here from Shanghae give the following
scoount of a confllol belween two slenmers of
the American squadron in the Chiness waters
and the pirates of the Island of Formosa: —

The United States authorities having recelved
pelther satisfaction nor apology for the murder
of the crew ol the Ameriean "I’mrk Rover, the
mep-of-war Hartford and Wyomling were
ordered to the scens of the oulrage on the
Island of Formosa, They salled early In June,
On arriving off the shore a demand was made
for the surrender of the muorderers, which was
not complied with, Meantime IL was apparent
that the natlves were preparing for a Aght, and
the shore was vigorously shelled by both vessels,
Beveral Imntloy'tﬂ of sallors and marines subse-
guently effectefl a landing, aud a sharp fight
ensued with the Formosans. The fight lasted
over five hours, The heal was intense, FIf-
teen officers and men are reported Lo have
been sunstruck, Lientenant 8lidell Mackenzle,
oue of the landing party, was shot, snd died of
nhis wonnds, At nightfall the figuting pariy
wns withdrawn from the shore, and the boms
bardment was resumed, and continued until
the natives bad all dispersed and disappeared
The Hartford and ¥ fomln; then welghed
anchor, and salled for B :auﬁhao. at which port
they arrived on the 15th of June,

The Island of Formosa.

The Island of Formosa, upon which thesharp
battie above referred to Look plnce, Ir situated
in the Ohinn Bea, between 22 degrees and 25 de-
grees 80 minutes north, and lopgitude 120 de-
grees 30 minutes, and 122 degreos ewst. Longth
from north to south, 245 miles; breadth
gt the broadest pnrl, which 18 ol the
oontre, about 100 miles. Area, 1500 square

miles, The whole ocoast of the lsland
fuclng the maloland, and for & considerable
distance inland, belongs to Chliona, and is in-

oluded In the |fuﬂ-ru1|u.-nt ol the provipoe of
Coklen, from whioh it is distant about ninely
miies The remainder of tho east slde of the
sland 18 occupled by abvoriglnes., Formosa is
Intersected thronghoutl its whole length by n
riage of mountalnscalled Muh Kau Shau, somo
of whose summits are supposed Lo reach an
elevation of 12,000 feet, and are covered with
snow during the whole year, Thelr declivities
are ecloth with fine trees and paslure
grounds, glving the island & very attractive
appearance from the sea, whence Ita
Portuguese name, These mountains present
many evidences of former wvoleanio aotlon.
Rivers are numerous on the west side, but most
of them are mere mountain torrents. The soll
of the lower truots and the more gentle slopes
of the mountains is extremely fortile, well enl-
tivated, and the ollmate salubrious, The rice
trade alone, between the lsland and the mari-
time l)rovincal of the main land, empioys
about three hundred vesscls, The rice grown In
Formoea I8 of a superior gquality. Wheat, mil-
let, malze, several kinds of vegelables, sugar-
cane, oranges, pineapples, avns, cocoanuts,
areca nuls, peaches, apricots, figs, grapes,
pommntu. Chestnuts and melons are also
ral in large quauntities, The commerca of
Formosa s conflned chlefly to Foksin, and to
a few of the other Eastern provinees of China
from whieh It imports tea—green tea only—and
that of & pecullar kind being cultivated on the
island—raw silk, woollen and cotton stufls
and other manufaclures, I'he exports, be-
sldes rice, are camphor, sall, surphur, malze,
fruits, Limber, and other produce, The do-
mestic anlmals are cattle, bufialoes, horses,
nsses, goals, sheep, and hogs Toes onst
art of the laland 18 sald to be infested with
jgers, leopards and wolves, but none are met
with in the cultivated districts on the west
gide, In 1848 coal of excellent quality, and ex-
tending over a large arem, was discovered in
the northeast part of the lsland, in the
vicinity of the village of Kelung-low, or
Killon. The aborigines are of slender shape,
olive complexion, wear long halr, and blacken
their teeth, They are divided into numerous
clpeses of tribes, have no wrilten language,
are honest and just in their deallngs, but
revengeful when provoked. The Chinese part
of the island is divided Into four districts, the
capital of whieh 18 Tal-won-foo. The Ohinese
had no knowledge of Formosa until the year
1408, and thelr asway was nol established over
It nntil 1688, Since then it has greatly flourished
through their Induslry, perseverance, and
rioultaral skill. An extenslve emigra-
tion 18 still going on from the contl-
nent, and lands are taken up by capitalists,

who not only encourage the peoFle to go
over, bunt purchase large numbers of poor par-
sons to occupy Lhem. o oolonists are wealthy

and unruly, and are a source of gréeat annoy-
ance, from the frequeno{l of thelr revolts, to the
Chinese Government. Literature 1sin a floar-
hlhlnF state In the lsland, and the people of
Fohsin sometimes sent thelr sons there to
oblain liter degrees, Formosa has few
avallable harbors, owing to the shallow-
nesa of thelr entrances,. The channel
south from the lsland is remarkable for the
violenca of It& north winds, and for ita heavy
gens, In 1882 the Duteh became muasters of it,
but Lthey were expelled by the famous plirate
Coxlluga, whose suoccessors ruoled here until
1688. The Nerbundda ilransport, and the brig
Apn,were wrecked on Formosa in 1841, aand
pearly all thelr survivors were ultimataly put
to death with great croelly by Lhe Chinese,
The population of the lsland Is estimated at

JAVA,
The Terrible Harthquake in the Island,
From the Pall Mall Gazelle,

W e have recelved the Java papers of the lith
of Jnne;&lvlnu fall particulars of & dreadful
earthquake which ocourred in the lsland on the
10th, It was vc:r destrnotive in the distriots of
Cheribon, Pekalongan, Banjoemas, Bagelen,
Samarang, Djokjdokarta, and Sourakarta. The
greater part of the indigo and sugar manufaoto-
ries, private houvses, and military establish-
ments are destroyed at Djokjdo, but in other
diswricts the damage was not 8o extensive, The
losses, however, are incaloulable. The sugar
arop, whieh had just been brought into the
barns, 18 totally lost. A large number of Euro-
peans and natives perished-—-the report says as
many as threo hundred. It was feared also that
other parls of Java might be viaited by earth-
anlkoﬂ: even at Bataria shocks were felt on the

ay the majlstaried. The accounts of the ria-
derpest in Java are mosl distressing. In some
districts the whole &tock of buffaloes has dled
out, and rmal destitution and misery prevalls
indeed, the general effoct of the news brought
by this mall is very palnfal,

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ANOTHER NEW JERSEY TRAGEDY.

——— e
An Old Man Beventy-four Years of Age
Btabbed by His Son-'me«law-—New Mare
ket the Scene of the Tragedy—Arreost
of the Assassin,

NEw Manker, Augost W3, —Middlesex county,
Rew Jersey, was wguin the scenc of a bloody
tragedy on Monday night, the allair belng stare-
hng in its details, and only surpassed in horcor
by the Coriell murder, i which Bridget Dergan
sustained the murderer’s ro'e, and for which
she & awniting oxecution, New Markel, the
seene of the Coriell tragedy, is also the locality
wli:m-e the murder under consideration was com-
mitte

On Monday nleht, about 12 o'slock, an old
man named John Harris, aged seventy-four
years, was sttacked in his bed by his con-ln-law,
William Rosntree, and atter escaplog to the
yard of the house was agaln caoght by his
pesailunt and stabboed, the blade enterlng the
right side and penpetrating the right lang. After
completing that piece ol fiendish work the
murderer rushed upon the old mau's wite, and
knocked ber down with (he butt end of & six-
suooler, three shots of which bad been dred
by Roantreée, as will be seen by the state-
ment of hle wife given below. During the
struggle with the old man the assasiin recelved
& blow upon the head from some hard substanee,
making & deep gash o bis erauinm, from which
the blood flowed freely. The wounded mun
stuggered 1o the houre, und was removed to &
bed mside by his wife and daughters, waore he
pnow 1emains. By a strange coincidence, Dr,
Corlell, whost wife was wurdercd by Bridget
Dergan, was called to see the wounded man,
He oressed the wounds, but expressed tue behel
that the man was unable to gnrvive Lis Injuries,
When your correspondent left the bed of the
dying man this afiernoon, he was fast sinking,
aud, nppurently, would not survive until night,
The news of the occurrence spread Like wiliiure,
but the excilement wad not 50 inteuse
as would be supposcd, the residents ol that
yvicinity having become somewhat sccustomed
fo such deeds of Inte. Detectives  were
fmmediately summoned to  huut for the
gssnssin, but thelr eflorls were not required,
b the man was found quletly snoozing under an
elm tree in the vicinity. He woas tagen to New
Bruvewick ana placed in continément in toe
County Juil. He is an Eoglishman by birth,
and 18 nbout foriy years of nge, He was mar-
tied to the daoaghter of the man whom he
stubbed, Ile had served during the war us
A private 1n the 11ih New Jerscy Volunteers,
Lie 18 quite henvily boilt, aud bas red hair,
The wound in the head received by ham in the
stroeele hes cdused sach u loss ol blood us to
render him very weak., No cavee i3 known for
the commission of the deed beyond the fact
that Roantree had been drinking ireely and was
much excited by the liquor, Tmmediately upon
the news of the occurrence reaching New
Drupswick, County Prosecutor Hoerbert visiwed
New Market for the purpose o ascertainiong the
fucts of the case. The house has two rooms on
the first floor. The rooai fronting oo th: road
is called the sitting room, and is occupied oy
Mg, Roantree. The room back of this is occu-
picd by Mr. Harris and wife, and has an entrance
irom the back yard: thus Harris' room may be
entered by the front, through the room occu-
pled by Mrs, Roantree, or by {he rear door,

BTATEMERT OF MRS, HOANTREE.,

The County Prosecutor, having made an exa-
minatiou of the premises, obtained the following
statement from Haupab Roantree, wile of the

prisoner:—
During 1he war my husband sent to me §500, to be
deposiied tn the bank fo his name; but 1 lovedted the

money In this house snd lot, and had the e to the

seemed a source of spnoynnee to him,and bhe often
threatened my life in codsegnencos; when he reluroed
from the war be lived with me in shls houss; wy
fathier, John Harris, and my motber, his wife, came
to live with me on the 3ith of December, 1864, nod
lived with me ever sinoe that time; RBoanires, my
husband, olten wanted them to move, but I would
not let thew, becavse I was alrudd of my own life, nod
I would not Hve alope with him; my fatbher and
motbher rented of wmwe ope room uand cellar of
this bouse, and pald me for It one dollar per
monih; my father bas had no pardeular difference
with Rountree, except nbout sevon dollars which my
father loaned to bim to buy carpanter's tovols wito;
futher frequently saked Rosuntree for It hut he sald
he would not pnf him: this oocosred quite olten, sud
seemed 1o be the only point of diference between
them; have pot peen my husband, nor had he besn to
this house in three weeks, till yesterday: yesterday I
went o Henry Dunham's Lo wash, and recelved one
dolinr for it; 1 sent my litile girl with the dolisr
which I recelved s wages to the store Lo getsome
pork and o loar of bread; Ronntree mel his daughter
on the road a8 abie wis golog to the slore, took the
money away from ber, and sént word to me that
he had taken It: T ehen went out to fiod him, snd he
ran into Dayton's story; 1 then went lnto the slore
and told him to let me huve the doliar, s8 It was
the only dolisr I bad: bhe sald bhe would not give it to
me, snd ran oul: I iollowed him, and be turned roand
and struck me twioe in the mouth; he then ran into
Isrnel Coriell’'s store and sat down; Mr., Vall, Mr.
MeGraw, Mr, Tittsworth, and My, Corlell were there:
they nsked bim wf\rn up tha doliar t0 me: he sald
he would not, but they might take It away from him
{f they chose: these gentlemen made up the dollnr nud
ave It o0 ma, because my childréen were starviog:
toautree came to the house aboul weven or eight
o'clock In the evening: Isaw bim by the frout window
stooping on the ground; I went Lo the wiodow, and
wlien he saw me be ran towarls aAn oulhouse,
which he entered, and ssat down and pretended
to be nsleep; [ went up to him, shook blm, nud asked
him for the dollar; he suld, 1 you tooch me wyaln, I
bave n six-shooter, and wiil fire and shool the whole
of you:” I then left bim and he followed me in'o the
bouse; he sat down la s chalr; 1 was elttiog o s chair
when be got lo; be said, “Corse you, you aresliting
low, but I'l] see you alt lower to-nlghl" he then went
aroond the room trlndlu bl teelh, and mutteriog
he shook his tisl under my nose, he had oue hand
in s pocket; he sald, “I'll bluwly
mod e thiog to @o it with have In my
pocket now:"  bhe came forward o me and
cangot bold of myihalr; he then 1t go and went out
and sat on the door-sill; he calied John Harrls, my
father, and applylng &n opprobrious epithet to him,
sakid, “Where are you going?' that is all the con-
versstion he had, and went away; between sleven
and swelve o'clock he came back; our family ware
\u bed except Catbarine; she was vndressed and look-
ing out of the window; she saw Koantree coming
